Alexander starred with Francine

in one of his early successes on 
Broadway. Paramount signed him 
for movies in 1931 and later he 
played for Columbia and Warner 
Brothers. 
He played in "Midsum-

VATICAN CITY, Jan. 4—(UP) 


— A source usually found to be au- 
thoritative said today that the Vat- 
ican intended to issue this after- 
noon the first official communique 
on the pope's illness. 


In the past such bulletins have 


been issued only when a pope was 
desperately ill. But on this occa- 
sion, it was believed that 
Prof. 


Aminta Milani, the Vatican physi- 
cian, had persuaded the pope and 
Cardinal Pacelli, his secretary of 
state, to issue bulletins in order to 
stop circulation of false reports.

for President Roosevelt on Jan. 20. 


Inaugural officials have feared 


that the elements may not smile 
on the mid-winter 
inauguration 


date set by the Norris "lame duck" 


lendment. 
Weather 
bureau 
statistics 


showed, however, that if the wea- 
ther on Jan. 20 lives up to that on 
the same date in previous inaug- 
ural years, it scarcely can be worse 
than on March 4, the date- on 
which other president's have been 
inaugurated. 


Study on climatic conditions on 


inaugural days for the past 20 
years showed that if the cere- 
monies had been held on Jan. 20 
instead of March 4, the elements 
would have been benign on all ex- 
cept one occasion. 


Rained on Wilson 


Nearly an inch and a quarter of 


rain fell on March 4, 1917, when 
Woodrow Wilson took the oath of 
office for his second term. 
On 


Jan. 20 of that year there was no 
rain or snow, and 
temperature

Unless 
South 


takes out the Ace of clubs immedi- 
ately East's contract can readily 
be fulfilled. 
The K of clubs is led 


and dummy is in with the Ace at 
the third trick, giving East a 10- 
card problem in practical play. 
Dummy is to lead. Declarer is to 
win 9 of the remaining tricks. In 
actual play the problem was made 
•impler by the fact that South had 
overcalled East's opening diamond 
bid, with clubs. Then North's dou- 
ble of the final contract marked 
him with 
holding the 
missing 


trump strength. 


To fulfill the contract the B of 


diamonds must be led at the fourth 
trick. As may readily be discov- 
ered, North cannot gain by doing 
anything nxcept play low. Cover- 
ing with the J obviously will be 
nonsense, as that will leave de- 
clarer with every high tramp ex- 
cept the Ace. Putting up the Ace 
will do no good, as no return lead 
will bother East. Dummy can still 
ruff a heart and declarer can still 
lead through North's J-X-X of 
trumps, to pick them up, If any- 
thing except a trump is led. If a 
trump is led it will only make de- 
clarer's work simpler. 


Having won the first trump lead 


in dummy, lead a low spade. Have 
declarer ruff 
his last heart In 


dummy. 
Lead the last trump in 


dummy. North can make only his 
Ace of diamonds. The J-X may be 
picked up with declarer's k'-Q, 
leaving all cards in declarers 
hand good. The above play shows 
correct timing of a trump through 
North, with a fulfilled contract as 
reward. 


Unless the trump Is led through 


North at the fourth trick, the con- 
tract will go down a trick, as de- 
clarer must lose two trump tr.cks 
through improper timing. Try it, 
by having dummy lead a spade, In- 
stead of a trump at the fourth 
trick. Declarer may then ruff his 
losing heart at the fifth trick, but 
he now must lose two trump 
tricks. Lead a trump from dummy 
at the sixth trick. North will now 
play his Ace, having 
left 
th« 


J-X-X, which declarer cannot pick 
up, as he has no means of again 
entering dummy.

trans-Pacific service, Pan Ameri- 
can Airways today is
